1 . I am Jiimy Nguyen, and I have been employed at Sawyer Law Group as a Legal

I included a cover letter requesting that 
Mr. Dinh sign and date the Declaration and Assignment and return the executed 
documents as soon as possible. A self-addressed Federal Express envelope was enclosed.

12. As of October 3, 2001, Ms. Agrawal has not returned executed formal papers or 
returned my telephone messages.
